STRUGA, Jugosiavia, Jan. 27 
(UP).— British airplanes heavily 
bombed Valona, Albanian port 
where troops and supplies arrive 
from Italy, it was reported today.

Iron Guardists Face 
4 Under Sweep- 


ing Decree 

BUCHAREST, Jan. 27 (U 
premier Gen. Ion Antonescu today 
set up a new military regime for 
strife-torn Rumania and, from a 
sickbed, ordered sweeping reprisals 
that may send hundreds of Iron 
Guard rebels to death before army 
firing squads. 

Antonescu was confined to his 
home by doctors’ orders, suffering 
from “fatigue” after crushing last 
week's bloody rebellion. 

Every Iron Guard follower of 
Horia Sima who bore arms in the 
revolt faces a death sentence, it 
was understood. 

The new cabinet of Antonescu, 
stripped of Iron Guard participa- 
tion, is composed entirely of mili- 
tary and naval leaders, with excep- 
tion of the posts of Justice and 
Propaganda, and Antonescu is both 
Premier and Foreign Minister, 

Tension still ran high in Bucha- 
rest, as a state funeral was held for 
army officers and soldiers slain in 
the uprising. 

GUARD FRONTIER 

Troops patrolled the frontiers 
with Hungary, Bulgaria and Jugo- 
slavia to prevent the Iron Guard 
rebels from escaping the country, 
and army detachments 2 
the streets of Bucharest demanding 
the identification papers of all per- 
sons and halting automobiles and 
buses.

With their vain ambi- 
tions and their petty, miserable 
outlook, which they set above all 
else, they placed obstacles in the 
way of the Popular Front victory 
and impeded it throughout the 
course of the war, and at the 
end, in the struggle of 1936 to 
1939, were open traitors and de- 
livered Spain to her enemies.

We cannot march with these 
men, nor feel any confidence in 
them, nor have anything what- 
soever to do with them.

Rents are being 
raised daily in all sections of the 
city, families have been evicted at 
at the will of landlords, although 
the families have stated that they 
are willig and ready to pay rent. 
Apartments that were formerly oc- 
cupied by one family have been 
petitioned off and the same space 
is now shared by five or six famil- 
les, therehy decreasing the living 
space for the tenant enabling the 
landiord to take in a much fatter 
profit. 

Managers of apartments, who 
serve as the mouthpiece for real 
estate corporations brazenly tell 
you that chey expect thousands of 
“Joad families” to come streaming 
into this city in an effort to find 
work in the defense industries, 
and they (the landlords) will be 
able to get any price they ask for 
rent because of the critical housing 
shortage. 

Thousands of people are still in 
the ranks of the unemployed, while 
hundreds of workers are being lay- 
ed off until the “war orders come 
through in the Spring.” Yet the 
cost of living rose 7 per cent. 

The last few sessions of the 
housing committee were spent lis- 
tening to the “problems” of the 
big real estate companies and their 
pleas to the City Council to let the 
landlords to their “robber business” 
undisturbed. While the tenants 
who testified in previous hearings 


confined themselves to their eco- 
nomic problems and seriously asked 
the council for a solution of hous- 
ing worries, the landlords have re- 
sorted to the lowest type of slan- 
ders against the people, anti-Negro 
jokes and filthy accusations

The bonus was very much 
a live issue thereafter, and when 
Chrysler, Hudson and the others 
granted Christmas bonuses the boys 
felt that the “later date” had come.

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Green Is Already Vielding 
At the AFL convention in November, with 
the 30-hour-week sign bf Local 3 of the Elec- 
trical Workers blinking at the delegates, 
William Green announced that the Federa- 
tion’s drive for the shorter work-week would 
be suspended for the duration of the “emer- 
gency.” But he swore, and the convention 
so resolved, to defend the 40-hour week un- 
vieldingly. 

Now, a bare two months later, Green is 
already yielding. In a hroadcast on Sunday, 
the president of the AFL proposed—for “ex- 
traordinary” cases — a six-day week (mean- 
ing 48 hours) with overtime pay for the 
sixth day. 


The purpose of overtime pay has always. 


been to place a penalty on the employer who 
wanted to work his men longer hours and so 
to encourage him instead, to hire other work- 
ers for the extra work. In other words, over- 
time pay was for the purpose of discouraging 
overtime work. But Green now holds out the 
offer of overtime pay in order to make the 
longer work week seem more attractive to 
the workers. 

Either Green is right in his stand or the 
CIO officials who broadcast exactly one week 
previously were right. The latter mgintained 
that there was no shortage of workers—in- 
cluding skilled workers—and that in view of 
the 8 or 9 million unemployed there was ab- 
solutely no ground for lengthening the work 
week. 

The workers, regardless of affiliation, will 
agree that the CIO officials were right and 
that Green Was not speaking in the interests 
of the labor movement. 


A Call That Does Not 
Make for Peace 


When Senators Nye and Wheeler intro- 
duce their resolution, urging that the United 
States Government call upon the belligerents 
to announce their “war aims,” the Senators 
are not advancing the fight for peace. 

The government of the belligerents are 
imperialist governments. They are bathing 
the world in blood for the same objectives 
as in 1914-1918, a violent redivision of the 
world. It is obvious that any call to such gov- 
ernments will not bring forth their real war 
aims; nor will it serve to aid the winning 
of a people’s peace. 

To the contrary, it will merely provide 
an excuse for the warlords to cloak their ob- 
jectives behind the fine and flowery phrases 
which deluded the peoples in the first World 
War. On that account, any such call will tend 
to further American involvement in the con- 
flict. 

That the belligerents, with the war well 
advanced into its second year, have not dared 
state what they are fighting for is indeed a 
scathing commentary on the character of the 
conflict. It emphasizes the brutality of the 
whole business. 

Thousands of human beings have suffered 


the horrors of violent death. Thousands of, 


others have been made homeless. None knew 
for what they were suffering, fighting or dy- 
ing. é, 
For the peoples to be informed of the real 
objective of the struggle—the conquest of 
colonies, the subjugation of colonial peoples, 


continuance on a more debased scale of the 


tragedy which followed Versailles—would 
be to arouse them to the point where they 
would take things in their own hands. This 
the imperialist governments will strain every 
effort to prevent. They will continue to weave 
their web of secret treaties, and to deny that 
any such exist. They will continue to shout 
out phrases about “democracy” and “a new 
social order,” while killing off the peoples for 
the benefit of the monopolists and profiteers. 

In 1916 President Woodrow Wilson made 
an “appeal” to the warring nations to state 
their “war aims,” and that “appeal” was only 
the prelude to America’s entry into the ad- 
venture of 1917. When Senators Nye and 
Wheeler ask the imperialist governments to 
give assurances that there are no secret 
treaties today, they are in effect creating 
the same illusions about those governments 
which Wilson created in the first World War. 

A people’s peace cannot be won through 
the furtherance of such fictions. It will be 
achieved by recognizing this as an imperial- 
ist war—and by the insistence that America 
get out of such a conflict and stay out of it.

Wall Street Intrigue In Chile 


SANTIAGO, Chile, Jan, 24 (Ur) — Oscar Schnake,
